CHESTER AND BIRKENHEAD RAILWAY 


VICE-CHANCELLOR’S COURT, MAY 29. 

STANLEY tv. THE Company.—This case came before the court upon de- 
murrer. The object of the suit was to enforce a contract for the payment of 
20,000/. against the Chester and Birkenhead Railway Company under an 
agreement entered into by Sir Thomas Stanl-y with the promoters of an un- 
successful line, whose obligations had all been transferred to the defendant. 
It appeared that when the original line was projected an agreement was en- 
tered into by Mr. Blundell, Sir Thomas Stanley’s agent, with Mr. Miller, 
the solicitor of the intended company, to pay the plain-iff the sum of 20,0001. 
in consideration of the injury that would be done to his estate by the railway 
passing through it. A different line of road was subsequently projected by 
some other persons, which it was also intended should run through the plain- 
tiff’s estate in another direction. When the matter came before the House 
of Commons it was referred with the sanction of all parties to the judgment 
of Lord Sandon and Mr. Wilson Patten, to declare which of the two lines 
should be adopted ; and pending the consideration of this question an agree- 
ment was signed between the solicitors representing the parties promoting 
the cortending lines, the basis of which was, that the shareholders of the re- 
jected line should be at liberty to take shares in the adopted line, and that 
the promoters of the adopted line should take on themselves the engagements 
entered into with the landowners by the rejected line. The award was in 
favour of the promoters of the second line, and the agreement entered into 
between the solicitors having beea approved by two persons representing the 
promoters of one line, and two persons representing the successful one, as 
well as the agent of Sir Thomas Stanley, the bill sought to enforce the origi- 
nal contract against the promoters of the successful line, on whom the con- 
tract for the payment of 20,0001. had been shifted by the agreement. 

Mr. Jacos and Mr. WALKER supported the demurrer for want of equity, 
on the ground that there was no mutality of contract, that the lands in re- 
spect of which the agreement was sought to be enforced were different, and 
that as the payment of the money depended on the passing of the bill, the 
contract could not be enforced in respect of a bill which had proved abortive. 

The Vice-CHANCELLOR, however, without calling on the counsel in sup- 
port of the bill, was of opinion the contract was one to which the defendants 
were clearly liatle. He thought the spirit of the agreement into which the 
solicitors of the two projected companies had entered was to acknowledge the 
contract existing between Sir Thomas Stanley and the promoters of the ori- 
ginal line, and that they were therefore liable to the payment of the 20,0001. 
on taking ; ossession of the land. On this ground he should overru’e the de- 
maurrer. 





THE GREAT WESTERN RAILWAY COMPANY. 


COURT OF EXCHEQUER, MAY 30. 

PENNEY vt. THE GREAT WESTERN Raitway ComMpany.—The plain- 
tiff in this case is a gentleman possessed of some property near to which the 
line of the Great Western Railway is intended to pass, and at the time that 
the act was in progress through the Houses of Parliament, had opposed it. 
A clause, however, seems to have been agrecd upon giving him the option 
of selling his estate to the company through the usual process of a compen- 
sation jury, and rendering it imperative on the company to pay the sum so to 
be awarded against them within two months after demand from the plaintiff. 
These steps having been taken, and there being no signs of a liquidation of 
the claim of the plaintiff, which had been assessed at 7502I., the present 
action of debt for the sum was brought, to which the defendants pleaded two 
pleas, raising the point that at the time of the jury being summoned, the 
plaintiff had no good and sufficient title to convey the estate tothem. To 
this the plaintiff demurred specially, and to-day Sir F. Pollock appeared in 
support of the demurrer, and Sir W. Follett in opposition thereto, whose 
arguments together occupied the attention of the court till within a very short 
time of its rising. 

The point discussed, however, was not of any general interest, being 
purely of a professional and technical nature, and turned chiefly on the con- 
struction of the particular clause alluded to. We, therefore, may content 
ourselves by saying, that the judgment of their lordships being unanimously 
given in favour of the defendants. 

Sir F. Potiocxk prayed for and obtained permission to withdraw his de- 
mourrer and amend the pleadings, by joining issue on the pleas of the defend- 
ants, or by altering the declaration, which had been observed upon by Mr. 
Baron Alderson as being imperfect. 





ESSEX MARINE SALT-WORKS COMPANY. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS, MAY 31. 

BAILLiz t. KELL AND ANOTHER.—This was an action of assumpsit 
brought by the plaintiff, as accountant to the above company, against the 
defendants, as two of the said company, to recover the amount of a year’s 
salary, at the rate of 400/. per annum. The declaration contained a count 
on a special contract, and a common count on a quantum meruit. The de- 


fendants pleaded several pleas, and amongst others that the plaintiff had been 


guilty of falsifying the accounts of the company, and of other misconduct in 
his office of accountant to the company, whereby the defendants were justi- 


fied in dismissing him from their service. The cause was tried in the sit- 
tings after last Hilary term, when it appeared that the company in question 
was established in September, 1834, for the purpose of procuring salt from 
sea-water. A number of officers were appointed at diff-rent salaries, the 
plaintiff being appointed accountant at a salary of 400/. a-year. The defend- 
ants became proprietors respectively in the months of April and July, 1833; 
and in the following year the plaintiff, in conjunction with some of the other 
officers of the company, in order to give a false colour to the affairs, and pre- 
vent the speculation, which turned out a losing one, from falling to the 
ground, represented certain monies, composed of the officers’ salaries and of 
the amount of a purchase of shares by a new member, as so much profit de- 
rived from the works, and therefore divisible amongst the shareholders. The 
jury were of opinion that this misrepresentation was a sufficient justification 
to the defendants for dismissing the plaintiff, which they did in the early part 
of 1837, paying him such proportion of his salary as was due for the period 
from the preceding September, and, therefore, they found a verdict for the 
defendants. In the following term a rule was obtained on the part of the 
plaintiif to show cause why there should not be a new trial, on the ground 
that the evidence did not sustain the defendants’ pleas. 

The case was argued on Tuesday and to-day by Mr. Serjeant Talfourd and 
Mr. Hoggins in support of the verdict ; and by Mr. Serjeant Wilde and Mr. 
Butt in support of the rule for a new trial. 

Several points were raised upon the form of the pleadings, but the main 
question was, whether or not, where several acts of misconduct were al- 
leged in one plea as a justification for the dismissal of the plaintiff, and only 
one of them was sustained by the evidence, namely, that of untruly repre- 
senting the state of the company’s affairs, that was sufficient to entitle the 
defendants to a verdict on such plea. 

The Court were clearly of opinion, that where the allegations in a plea 
were divisible, and a portion of them would furnish a sufficient answer to 
the action, proof of that portion alone would entitle the defendants to a ver- 
dict. Such was the effect of the evidence in the present case, and therefore 
there was no ground for disturbing the verdict. 











OXFORD AND GREAT WESTERN UNION RAILWAY BILL. 
-_ ~~ — 


Mr. Harcourt reported, in the House of Commons, on Monday, the 
28th ult., from the committee on the Oxford and Great Western Union 
Railway Bill, and to whom several petitions against the Bill, and also the 
minutes of evidence taken befoie the committee on the Bill of last ses- 
sion, were referred, that the committee had inquired into the matters re- 
quired by the standing orders, and had agreed to the following report :— 


1. That the company to be incorporated by the Bill is not authorised to 
raise by loan or mortgage a larger sum than one-third of their capital; and 
that until fifty per cent. on the whole of the capital shall have been paid up, 
it is not in the power of the company to raise any money by loan or mortgage. 

2. That it is provided that the line of railway shall not be made across any 
turnpike-road, or other public carriage way, on a level. 

3. That the proposed capital of the company is 100,000/., and the amount 
of loans which they are empowered to raise is 33,333/. That the amount of 
shares subscribed for is 1760, being 88,000/., and the deposits paid-thereon 
amount to 8S00/. That the names and places of residence of the directors or 
provisional committee, with the amount of shares taken by each, are stated 
in Appendix A. That there are not any shareholders who may be con- 
sidered as having a local interest in the line, and the number of other parties 
is twenty-two, and the capital taken by them 88,000. That the number of 
shareholders subscribing for 20007. and upwards, with their names and resi- 
— the amouut for which they have subscribed, are stated in Ap- 

endix B. 
J 4. That the line proposed to be made is intended to complete or facilitate 
the communication between Oxford and London, as well as with Bristol and 
the west of England, already partially secured by the Great Western Rail- 
way ; and the insufficiency for agricultural, commercial, manufacturing, and 
other purposes of the present means of conveyance, and of communication 
between those places, as well as between Oxford and other places lying near 
or contiguous to the line of the Great Western Railway, has been satisfac- 
torily proved.—The present amount of traffic by land and water, with the 
average charges made for passengers and goods, are stated in Appendix C.* 

5. The number of passengers, and the weight and description of goods ex- 
pected upon the proposed railway, are also set forth in Appendix C.* 

6. The amount of income expected to arise from the conveyance of goods 
and passengers, and in what proportion, is also stated in Appendix C.* The 
description of goods from which the largest revenue is anticipated, is farming 
produce, and light goods for domestic consumption. 

7. The proposed railway is a complete and integral line between the ter- 
mini specified, that is, from Oxford to Didcott, where it forms a junction 
with the line of the Great Western Railway. 

8. There is no competing line of railway in existence, in progress, or in 
contemplation. 

9. There is no plane proposed to be worked by assistant engines, station- 
ary or locomotive. 

10. There is no peculiar engineering difficulty onthe proposed line. 

11. There is not any tuniel. 

12. The gradients and curves are particularly favourable, the steepest gra- 
dient having an inclination of 1 in 1660. The smallest radius of a curve is 
forty-five chains, but it is at the junction with the Great Western line. The 
sharpest other curve has a radius cf one mile and eleven chains. 

13. The length of the line is nine miles and fifty-one chains. 

14. The line is, in an engineering point of view, peculiarly fitted for the 
purposes required. 

15. The railway is not intended to pass any turnpike-road or highway on 
a level. 

16. The amount of the estimate for constructing and completing the rail- 
way is 100,000/., which appears to be supported by evidence, and to be fully 
adequate for the purpose. 

17. The estimated charge of the annual expenses of the railway when com- 
pleted is 3000/., the adequacy of which was satisfactorily proved to the com- 
mittee. 

18. The calculations proved in evidence have satisfactorily established, 
that the :evenue is likely to be sufficient to support the annual charge of the 
maintenance of the railway, and still allowa profit to the proprietors. * * * 

Mr. Harcourt further reported, that the committee had examined the 
allegations of the bill, and found the same to be true; and had gone 
through the bill, and made several amendments thereunto. 

* By Appendix C., it appears that the estimated income to be derived from pas- 
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GALVANIZED IRON. 


The following remarks on this subject has been addressed by Dr. Tait 
to the Editor of the Morning Chronicle :— 


‘* Three companies having started in the city for the ostensible purpose of 
manufacturing what is technically called ‘* galvanized iron,’’ it may not be 
unimportant to the public to know that iron coated with zinc is not protected 
from rusting after the zinc is denuded or worn off from its surface, and, there- 
fore, the benefit to be derived from the galvanizing process is not likely to 
prove so extensive as it is represented to be. I have made several experi- 
ments on zinced iron, and I have invariably found that when the zinc was 
entirely denuded from its surface, the simple application of distilled water 
was along sufficient to cover it with red oxide; this being the fact, I appre- 
hend the French process of galvanizing iron will ultimately prove a complete 
failure ; for as the iron is only protected so long as the zinc endures, this 
latter metal, having its previous susceptibility of oxidation greatly increased 
by its combination with the iron, will decay, or oxidize, in a very rapid man- 
ner; and when the iron coated with it is exposed to moisture, to rain, or to 
sea-water, it will be deprived of its coating in a very short time, by the zinc 
being reduced to a powder or white oxide. 

‘¢ That the public may be fully aware of the oxidation which takes place 
in iron when the zinc is denuded from its surface, I subjoin some experi- 
ments, with the results, which I have lately made on ziaced iron. 

‘* A plate of iron, six inches long by an inch wide, was cleaned and zinced 
an inch at each end ; it was afterwards exposed to the atmosphere, and in 
twenty-four hours the unzinced portion in the centre was covered with brown 
oxide, thereby proving that the galvanic protection did not extend beyond 
the portion coated with zinc. 

‘¢ Three plates of iron were filed perfectly bright and zinced all over ; por- 
tions of the zinc were filed off in several places, distilled water was applied to 
the parts filed, and in twenty-four hours they were covered with red oxide. 

‘“* A plate of iron, an inch and a half square, was filed perfectly bright ; it 
was then immersed in salt water of the strength of sea water; in a week the 
zine was extensively oxidized and corroded off in several places, and the iron 
plate, in the corroded spots, appeared covered with black oxide. 

‘« It may be objected to these experiments that they were made on iron not 
zinced after the French process. My reply is, that if the Patent Galvanized 
Metal Company, or either or both of the other galvanized metal companies, 
will furnish me with specimens of their zinced iron, I will test them in the 
same manner I[ have tested the iron zinced by myself, and if I fail in pro-

Rattway CoNnvEYANCE oF Maiits.—Mr. Labouchere, Master of the 
Royal Mint, has placed upon the books of the House of Commons a no- 
tice, that on Thursday, June 7, he will move for leave to bring in a bill 
to provide for ‘* the conveyance of the mails by railways.’’ 


Lonpon AND BinMinGHaM Rattway.—This company have power to 
fine, in a sum of 40s., any person refusing to show their ticket to the 
guard at any time he may desire it. 

Sourn Miptanp Raitway.—At a meeting of the shareholders of this 
company, held at Northampton, on Wednesday last, it appearing that a 
great portion of the last call of 10s. per share had not been paid up, it 
was resolved to allow another month for making the necessary payments, 
previously to any proceedings being taken. A resolution was also come 
to, not to proceed, under existing circumstances, any further with this 
undertaking. 

LANCASTER AND Preston Junction Rattway.—The works belong- 
ing to the Lancaster end of this line are proceeding with great activity. 

RAILROADS IN THE East Inpies.—A new company is in the course 
of formation, for the purpose of accomplishing the design of the original 
undertaking of forming a railroad from Calcutta to Saugur. 

Great Norta or Eneiranp Rattway.—The first stone of the in- 
tended Tees Bridge, on the line of this railway, was laid on Tuesday week, 
in the presence of G. H. Wilkinson, Esq., of Harperley Park, chairman 
of the directors, and the members of the board. ‘The design after which 
the bridge will be built is of a remafkably chaste and elegant character, 
and was prepared by Henry Welch, Esq., civil engineer, of Newcastle. 
The bridge is to be of freestone, and will consist of fonr arches of sixty 
feet span each on the oblique line, crossing the river on an acute angle. 
This circumstance, combined with the extent of the arches, and the ma- 
terials to be employed, will render this beautiful structure perfectly unique, 
and cannot fail, when completed, to reflect the highest credit on the skill 
and boldness of the architect, and afford a striking illustration of the ad- 
vancement of science which can thus triumph over the obstacles of nature, 
and at the same time pursue the praiseworthy objects of commercial en- 
terprise.—Durham Advertiser. 

RariLroaps tN France.—The first railroad which was established in 
France was that from St. Etienne to Lyons. It is known to have turned 
out a very unprofitable speculation, yielding little more than two per cent. 
to theshareholders. There is no doubt that the Government is the cause 
of the bad success of this railroad, which, being the first enterprise, natu- 
rally threw a damper upon all succeeding ones. M. Pages proved in the 
Chamber that the St. Etienne railroad was prospering, when the Govern- 
ment came upon it with the demand of one-tenth of the prices paid. The 
Government fixing the tariff for the transport of coals, for instance, is one- 
third of that paid on the Liverpool and Birmingham way; so that be- 
tween the tariff and the tax the railroad is a most unprofitable concern. 
The railroad lately established from Paris to St. Germain communicates 
with Poissy, the great cattle-market that supplies Paris. This was one 
of the reasons for establishing it. But railroads will not and cannot trans- 
port a single bullock, the Government having fixed a tariff that renders it 
not worth while.—Having failed in obtaining the execution of the great 
lines of railroad itself, the Government now propose to levy the usual tax 
of one-tenth paid by all stage-coaches. The commission of the Chamber 
proposed exempting all new railroads for ten years. M. Odillon Barrot 
proposed for five years; but the Chamber accorded with the Ministry, 
and would make no exception. What weighed with the Chamber was the 


shares in the market. Hitherto the price of places was limited by a fixed 
tariff. Now the companies are allowed to invent luxurious and easy seats 
at whatever price they please, limiting themselves to the tariff merely for 
the second class trains. This proves a considerable concession to M. 
Keechlin, the undertaker of the Basil and Strasburgh railroads, of which 
the tariff was generally allowed to be onerous. 

Cuamper or Deputies, May 26.—The Minister of Commerce pre- 

sented two propositions of government on the subject of railroads. The 
first was to accept the offer of Messrs. Chouquet, Lebobe, and Co., to 
construct a rallroad from Paris to Rouen, Havre, and Dieppe, with bran- 
ches to Louviers and Elbceuf, and to prohibit any other company making 
a road on the same line for the period of twenty-eight years. The se- 
cond proposition was to authorise Messrs. Casimer, Lecoute, and Co., to 
construct a railroad from Paris to Orleans by Etampes, with a protection 
of twenty-five years. These propositions were referred to a committee. 
The standing committees of the Chamber of Deputies again met to examine 
the railroad bills presented on Saturday by the Minister of Commerce, 
and to appoint the members of the special committee to which they are to 
be referred. The discussion turned principally on the second clause of 
the bills, which secures the companies against all competition during twenty 
years after the completion of the works, but the great majority of the 
members declared in favour of the bills. M. Odillon Barrot was the only 
one of the eighteen commissioners appointed who disapproved of the rail- 
road between Paris and Dieppe by the plateaux. 
Vienna, May 17.—The operations for making the iron railroads 
round the environs of Vienna are very animated; 17,000 workmen are 
now employed on the North Ferdinand railroad, and it is believed that in 
the course of next month they will be increased to 20,000. The direc- 
tors of the iron railroad from Vienna to Raah are equally zealous. 
Though there are great obstacles to be overcome, no doubt is entertained 
that the railroad will be wholly completed towards the end of the year 1840, 
Raitroap 1n Hottanp.—Some time ago the government of Holland 
applied to the States-General for their assent to the formation of a rail- 
road from Amsterdam to Arnheim, by Utrecht, with a branch to Rotter- 
dam ; but the representatives, alarmed at the heavy charge it would create, 
rejected the proposal. It appears, however, that the King has resolved 
to undertake this great work by himself; for the Staats Courant of the 
1st instant contains a royal decree for the construction of this road which 
is to be ultimately prolonged to the frontier of Prussia. For accomplish- 
ing the first branch of the work a loan of 18,000,000 francs, with subse- 
quent loans of 12,000,000 and 6,000,000 of francs at four one-third per 
cent., is to be raised, and secured, in the first instance, upon the produce 
of the railroads, and, in case the proceeds should be insufficient, upon the 
private property of the King, who thus makes himself guarantee to the 
subscribers. The decree goes on to stipulate that one-fourth of the sur- 
plus receipts from the road, after payment of the interest on the sum ad- 
vanced, shall be divided among the holders of bonds, and the remaining 
three-fourths applied in reimbursements of the capital advanced by means 
of drawings, with a premium or bonus of 4 per cent., till the whole sum 
advanced is paid off. When the loan is entirely discharged, the railroad, 
with all its appurtenances, is to become the property of the state. The 
period for issuing the bonds of the first series of the loan is to be fixed by 
the King, but it is to be raised in the course of the present year. The 
second series of the loan, however, is not to be opened before June, 1839, 
nor the third before June, 1840.

Upwards of three years’ experience of the practical working of this system, 
has fully demonstrated the propriety of its being abondoned, in order to effect 
a perfect unity of interests and action in our connexion with the several 
branches. This the directors found could not be attained, so long as the 
operations of each bank had no reference to the welfare of the whole, and 
that the continuance of a system involving so many conflicting interests, not 
only militated against the prosperity of the establishment, but rendered it 
extremely difficult to give that vigorous direction, so vitally essential in the 
administration of the affairs of an extensive banking institution. 

In effecting this change the directors have not been unmindful of the im-

JOINT-STOCK BANKS. 

People are anxiously waiting for some definite information respecting 
the proceedings of the committee on joint-stock banks, and more parucu- 
larly with referénce to the renewal of the Bank of Ireland charter. It ig 
known that a deputation from Drogheda have had several interviews with 
Mr. Spring Rice for the purpose of remonstrating against the renewal ; 
and, if public report may be credited, these gentlemen have succeeded to 
some extent in the object of their mission, and have obtained a pledge 
from the Chancellor of the Exchequer that the exclusive privileges of the 
bank for issuing notes, which at present extends to a circuit of fifty miles 
round Dublin, shall in the forthcoming charter be restricted to that place 
and five miles round it. With respect to a monopoly weighing so preju- 
dicially upon Dublin above all, it would appear that the absence of any 
energetic representations from thence may be accounted for from the sen- 
sitive apprenensions of the trading and other classes, lest any steps taken 
by them against the bank might be visited upon them, to the prejudice, 
if not ruin, of their credit, by the agents of that establishment, in whose 
power more or less so large a portion of them are enthralled. This exe 
planation will be perfectly intelligible to all who are aware how similar 
feelings are known to actuate so infinitely more powerful a community of 
traders and capitalists here towards the Bank of England. 

There seems no sufficient cause why Dublin and its vicinity should con- 
tinue subject to a monopnly from which Drogheda and other places are, 
or are to be, exempt. The debt of 2,500,000/. due by Government to 
the Bank of Ireland is no valid ground for the renewal of the charter in 
whole or in part which has expired. The bank reaps more than an ade- 
quate advantage from that employment of its capital in the shape-ef 4 per 
cent. interest, whilst Government could easily raise the amount necessary 
in the market at any moment at 34 per cent. or less, and pay off the debt. 
It is apprehended, however, that no opposition will be offered in the joint- 
stock bank committee to the intended renewal by the Government, since 
there is but one Irish member on that committee at all conversant with 
the subject of banking, and he a leading member of a joint-stock bank in 
Ireland, understood to be under certain obligations to the Bank of lreland 
during a late crisis, upon an understanding that the renewal of the bank 
charter was not to be opposed by him. All this, if it is not justice, will 
be at least consistent v. ith the whole financial policy of Mr. Spring Rice. 
It is a course of patching and expedients, without one manly or statesman- 
like view of the subject.—7Zimes.

On several late occasions we have remarked upon the apathy 
towards mining investments, which has latterly been displayed, and 
upon the very partial improvement which mining property has as 
yet experienced, after the severe depreciation which it suffered a 
couple of years ago. That this apathy and indifference is alto- 
gether groundless, we do not mean to affirr; the frauds, the 
failures, the disappointments which followed the mining mania of 
three years ago, are still fresh in public recollection, and must 
long continue to produce an important effect ; or if not carried to 
an unreasonable extent, we may say further than this—a salutary in- 
fluence on the public mind. There is always, however, a natural ten- 
dency to extremes, and it may be worth while to inquire whether, 
in the present case, this tendency has not been exemplified, and an 
absurd exaggeration of the value of mining property and mining 
adventures, been succeeded by an equally unfounded prejudice 
against them. 

Such we believe to have been strictly the case; and should our 
conclusion be correct, it is evident that a double injury will have 
been sustained by the public—formerly by embarking in rash, ill- 
judged, or ill-conducted undertakings, and now by neglecting a 
source from which, by proper management, successful and remu- 
nerative results might most undoubtedly be obtained. ‘To form a 
correct idea of the results of mining, when properly and economi- 
cally conducted, we ought, as was remarked on a former occasion, 
not to look merely at those numerous and prominent cases of 


failure, with which, unfortunately, our recent scrip companies have 
supplied us with so many instances—-we ought not to be misled by 
any such partial view of the case, but to look at mining generally 
—to look at it as carried on both by private companies and by 
individuals—not to limit our views to Cornwall alone, but to look 
to Wales, to the north of England, and to Ireland also. It is upon 
such wide and general data alone, embracing our coal, iron, and 
lead mines, as well as those of tin and copper, that any sound con- 
clusions can be arrived at; and the more general the view we take, 
and the more minute the information we possess, the more correct 
and the more satisfactory will be the results which are arrived at. 

It is much to be regretted that no materials exist for accurately 
estimating the real value of mining property generally, by com- 
paring and placing together the results afforded by a large number 
of mines of all classes, rich and poor, successful and unsuccessful. 
It is, however, our conviction, founded upon extensive means of 
observation, that a statement of this kind, deducting merely those 
failures arising from totally extraneous causes— causes which might 
and ought to have been avoided, which are, in fact, totally uncon- 
nected with the real merits of mining—that such a statement 
would place the value of mining property in a most favourable 
point of view, and show that in point of successful results and re- 
munerative returns, this mode of investment, although in common 
with all others subject to occasional failure and loss, is highly de- 
serving of the favourable attention of the capitalist. If we look 
around upon the mineral districts of this country, we shall scarcely 
find one in which the mines have not given affluence, or even 
enormous wealth, to numerous individuals connected with them. 
We shall find that many families of the highest respectability have 
been raised from a humble origin to their present rank entirely by 
success in mining, independently of the far more numerous class 
who may have benefitted by it in a sensible but less prominent 
degree. It is true, there will always be, on the other hand, per- 
sons less fortunate, to whom mining may have been a source of 
loss, but these, we have reason to believe, will bear but a small 
proportion to the former class. 

To particularise the results of mines worked by private compa- 
nies, or the success which has attended individuals engaged in 
mining enterprises, would unfortunately involve details which, 
however notorious, we do not feel warranted in making public, al- 
though such astatement would tend most powerfully tc confirm the 
views which we have advanced. From the sources of information 
which most persons may be presumed to possess, it is possible 
however to obtain abundant and satisfactory information on the 
subjects to which we have alluded. 

Notwithstanding the ill success which has attended so many of 
our recent mining companies, it is satisfactory to find that severa! 
of them have been perseveringly carried on, through all the vicis- 
situdes of the times, and at length bid fair to form valuable pro- 
perty. As an example of this, we have much pleasure in referring 
to the report of the Tamar Mining Company, which appears in our 
columns of to-day. The results of our foreign mines have certainly 
been hitherto by no means successful, yet even here there is abun- 
dant evidence, as in the case of the Gongo Soco and Veta Grande 
mines, that these speculations possess vast capabilities of affording 
remuneration for the capital employed in them, and we do not de- 
spair of seeing some of them, and more especially those which have 
been undertaken with all the advantages of our present experience, 
in a satisfactory and flourishing condition. 

Again we must caution our readers against those limited and in- 
correct views of mining, which unfortunately prevail to so great 
and so injurious an extent; and again we must express our convic- 
tion, that with proper skill and management, mining yields to no 
other investment in the successful results it is capable of affording. 
Had a portion of the capital, which within the last few months has 
unfortunateiy been wasted in many cases on mere ephemeral con- 
coctions, been employed on sounder undertakings, or in the va- 
rious favourable sources of investment now presented by mining, 
how different might the ultimate results have been, and in how 
much more favourable a position might many a rash speculator 
hereafter have been placed. 








The general character of our continental neighbours is by no 
means speculative, their commercial transactions are, on the con- 
trary, usually characterised by an excessive degree of caution and 
prudence, which seems, however, within the last few months in 
great measure to have forsaken them. An account of the Joint- 
Stock Companies which have lately been projected in Paris will 
be found in another place, and both from the number of the enter- 
prises undertaken, the nature of many of them, and the vicious 
principle of fixing the shares at such an exceedingly low amount, 
as to place them within the reach of almost all the lowest classes, 
we are disposed to apprehend that not many months will elapse 
before a reaction is experienced, by which most of these bubbles 
will be at once annihilated. Had not the Government unwisely 
interfered with the formation of railways by public companies, the 
speculative spirit of the day would probably have taken a different 
and more beneficial direction. On the ill effects of the measures 
pursued by Government, with reference to railways, and which 
formed the subject of some late remarks in our Journal, we extract 
some information from a morning contemporary, which will be 
found in another place. 








We would briefly direct attention to a notice which appears in 
another part of our columns, by which it seems that the example 
of the University of Durham has not been lost upon our Metro- 
politan Colleges. A class for instruction in Civil Engineering and 
Mining is to be opened at King’s College, in October next, and 
will doubtless contribute towards the great end which has for so 
long a period been advocated by our Journal—the more perfect 
elementary instruction of our Civil and Mining Engineers.

In one of the French papers lately received there appears a curious no- 
tice about the public companies, for which there has lately been, and in- 
deed is now, such a fever in Paris. From this statement it results that 
in the first two months of this year sixty-seven companies en commandite 
had been registered at the Tribunal of Commerce, with an aggregate ca- 
pital of 118,022,000 francs, divided into 219,212 shares. Those declared 
in March exceeded, however, that of the former two months together in 
respect of the nominal capital to be employed, the number of shares 
created being 399,635, with a capital of 274,472,000f. Amongst the 
associatiors thus started, the folloring may be cited as the most consider- 
able :—One for the ‘‘ mobilisation of the soil of France,’’ with a nominal 
fund of 10,000,000f. ; the Omnium Bank, with 25,000,000f. ; Maritime 
Agency and Transport Service, with 10,000,000f. ; Hackney Coach Com- 
pany, with 6,060,000f. ; Colonisation of Algiers, with 6,000,000f. ; Bank 
of Mobilisation and Mortgage Credits Guarantee, with 20,000,000f. ; 
French Bank, with 30,000,000f.; Bank of Industry and Credit, with 
5,000,000f. ; the Prévoyante, an insurance funeral company, with 
6,000,000f. ; the Financial and Commercial Bank, with 150,000,000f. 

The total number of companies established since 1826 is stated at 1106, 
thus clased :—For periodical publications and bookselling speculations, 
401; for trading and manufacturing purposes, 95; hackney and other 
coach and conveyance companies, 93 ; r-ines and ironworks, 60; internal 
and external navigation, 52; banks and discounts, 40; assurances, 27 ; 
draining and cultivation, 25; theatres, 24; miscellaneous enterprises, 
289. One of the causes which has chiefly contributed to the spread and 
rage for these speculations has been the low value of the shares. In many 
of these companies the shares represent a capital of no more than 4/., 2/., 
1l., 8s. 4d., and 4s. 2d. each, which places them within the reach of 
everybody, and is calculated to tempt the cupidity whilst it imposes on 
the ignorance of the poorest. To such an extravagance has this frittering 
of shares been carried, that the shares of a wine company established with 
a capital stock of 1,000,000f., or 40,000/., were divided and subdivided, 
so as to catch all tastes and suit all pockets, into coupons of 20/., 10/.,

Fresnillo, March 12.—In addition to what I submitted to you by the last 
packet I have hardly any thing to say. Appearances in each of the three 
compromisos continue to be as encouraging as we could wish, or as I had a 
right to expect. In the Leona pertinencia our underground works remain 
suspended until we shall have completed the enclosure now in progress of 
construction, and which I hope to see entirely terminated in about three 
weeks. The water, notwithstanding the very insufficient drainage with one 
single malacate, working from five to six hours each day, is sinking in a 
most extraordinary manner, and which I could account for only upon the 
repeatedly expressed supposition that a communication of some kind exists 
between the Leona and Valenciana lodes. According to the last measure. 
ment made on the 10th inst., there remained only fifteen varas of water in the 
Descubridora shaft. By the miners’ reports there are at present ores suf. 
ficient in sight to enable me to employ at the present moment from twenty. 
five to thirty paradas (of two men each) in the extraction of good ores ; but 
I am resolved not to expose ourselves to the certain and unavoidable risk of 
robbery, by bringing ores of such richness to grass before the establishment 
is perfectly secured. As soon as the stable, now building, is completed, we 
shall undertake the drainage in good earnest, and I have not the slightest 
doubt the planes will be accessible in a very few weeks. 

In Valenciana we continue our operations upon the plan laid down by Mr, 
Schuckhardt, and I am happy to add, with every prospect of a favourable 
result. Our main object is the deepening of the shaft about twenty-five or 
thirty varas, where, aecording to our calculation, based upon measurement, 
we ought to cut the main lode, and, probably, in negros. It is not impro- 
bable that at that depth we may also meet the lode which runs nearly parallel 
with the Meona vein, and to the south of it. As the dip of the Meona lode
